‘And adults know little more. -‘For 
this ignorance we pay a. terrible 
price’ says Dr. illiam Brown, 
Chief of the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice V.D. Branch. ‘Once many 
thought that penicillin alone could 
stop venereal disease. Today we 
know that it will take a liberal dose 
of public knowledge as well’ 

In 1963~President Kennedy. -ap- 
pealed to Congress and the nation 
to stop the epidemic.

Miceli added that in his opinion 
the Town interest must come first 
Peoples asked Miceli ifthis would 
be true even when a company is 
entitled to a license? ‘Nope’ 
Miceli replied, ‘not when it is 
fn the Town’s best interest,’ 

“What if it is legal?’ Peoples 
asked, Miceli responded that 
*We may have a different legal 
opinion,’ Peoples cleared the air 
saying he was not criticizing, but 
certain matters reach a point 
where legal rights dominate, and 
it seemed to him, that in this 
case, the point had been reached 

Several moments of silence 
ensued, 

Banda broke the silence, He 
said the Board was in a ’tough 
position’, which he did not like 
but, under the circumstances, 
what could they do, Jack-in-the 
Box, had met all ofthe necessary 
requirements, and in his opinion 
could not be dented the license 

Banda had hoped that a site 
plan for a building could come 
before the Board first, before 
other Town officials could rule, 
The Board could then decide 
before construction began, whe- 
ther they could permit a vic- 
tualer’s license, 

A similar motion had been 
discussed earlier, Action on 
plans for Astrodine and Heap 
Big Beef was tabled until after 
a decision was made on the 
Jack-in-the-Box, (The Astro- 
dine is situated in the location 
of the old Waltham Door and 
Window and Heap Big Beef ts 
proposed for the Wilmington Shoe 
Center site and will seat 45) 

Banda urged the Board 
to decide on licensing and Mi- 
celi moved that they go on re- 
cord as opposed and that the pro- 
ponents be made aware of it, 

Backman wanted to know why 
an unofficial notice had not been 
sent to Jack-in-the- Box to fore-

Government should in incorpora- 
ted into the high school program, 
R should run, they think, from 
September to June, as other ac- 
tivities are, and that it would be 
valuable to rotate the members 
of the committees, to give more 
students a chance to participate. 

Other advantages, to such a 
longer program, they felt, was 
that the individual members 
would have more chances ofpre- 
paring themselves, before they 
met the town officials, and also 
that so much activity would not 
be crowded into the middle ofthe 
school year, 

Some of them felt that they did 
not really understand what Stu- 
dent Government was all about 
until they were well into the 
program, One student said that 
he really did not take Student 
Government activities seriously 
in the beginning, but that now he 
feels that it was a personally 
rewarding experience. Others 
agreed with him, and commented 
that he had done a good job, once 
he became acquainted with the 

rogram, 


The students agreed with one 
who said that ‘the experience of 
being involved with Student Goy- 
ernment was different from their 
studies, because it prepared them 
for community living, while their 
studies in the high school were 
more of a background for their 
future education, 

‘They felt that the experience of 
meeting with town officials was 
good, but realized that they didnot 
get the entire picture, because 
they did not have time to visit 
other departments of the town, 
They reasoned that, if they had 
an idea of how the departments 
Telated, they would have had a 
chance to more thoroughly pre- 
pare for their official meetings, 

The tours of the Fire and Pol- 
ice Departments, the felt, was 
valuable.
